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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


To   the    Parents    and    Citizens    of  the    School   District    of 
Stoddard  : 

Close  the  doors  of  our  schoolhouses  from  this  time 
forth,  and  New  Hampshire's  chief  product — the  raising  of 
men,  intelligent  men — would  cease  to  be  a  product;  and 
in  point  of  thrift  and  intelligence,  this  state,  barren  and 
sterile  as  it  is,  would  soon  fall  below  all  other  sections  of 
our  country.  New  Hampshire  is  one  of  the  states  that 
furnishes  our  great  country  with  so  many  enterprising 
and  independent  thinking  men  and  women.  If  we  do  not 
have  the  educational  advantages  that  larger  places  have, 
what  school  privileges  we  do  possess  are  fully  appreciated 
and  utilized ;  and  during  our  longer  vacation,  in  the  free 
air  of  our  0"wn  Granite  State,  the  minds  and  bodies  of 
our  scholars  have  time  and  leisure  to  grow  and  expand. 
What  our  children  lack  in  educational  advantages  is  more 
than  made  up  in  strong  minds  and  vigorous  bodies ;  and 
as  they  go  forth  to  fight  the  battles  of  life  they  success- 
fully cope  Avith  those  of  a  larger  culture.  Therefore  we 
are  encouraged  to  go  on,  doing  the  best  ^we  can  with  the 
educational  means  at  our  command. 

So  long  as  human  nature  is  such  as  it  is  and  will  be 
in  spite  of  us,  the  wisest  of  school  boards  will  some- 
times fail  in  securing  a  first-class  teacher.  When  it  is 
apparent  that  the  teacher  lacks  the  ability  to  control 
your  children  (v^herein  you  often  fail,  with  your  larger 
knowledge  and  experience),  do  you  not  often  make  unkind 
remarks,  and  thus  hasten  the  teacher's  downfall  instead 
of  helping    her    to    keep    on    her   feet?    A  teacher  in  this 

Sd   4 
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town,  and  not  very  long  ago,  said  to  me:  "I  felt  as  if 
the  parents  were  stepping  on  me."  A  gentleman  inquired 
of  a  parent  in  a  certain  district:  "What  kind  of  a  school 
have  you?"  The  reply  was:  "Not  a  very  good  one;  the 
teacher  lacks  government."  Then  he  said:  "Why  don't 
you  take  hold  and  see  if  you  can't  help  her?"  Given  a 
good  moral  character  in  a  teacher,  we  think  both  parents' 
and  pupils'  characters  w^ould  be  more  improved  by  bear- 
ing with  the  teacher  for  a  fe"w  weeks  and  trying  to  help 
her  than  summarily  disposing  of  her. 

The  associated  school  boards  of  the  county,  in  their 
meetings  at  Keene,  have  drafted  a  course  of  study  for  the 
country  schools.  We  hope  it  will  soon  prove  practicable 
in  our  ow^n  town,  as  it  will  give  our  scholars  something 
definite  to  work  for.  When  the  children  realize  that  future 
promotion  depends  on  v^ork  and  success  in  their  studies, 
most  of  them  have  ambition  enough  to  put  forth  sufficient 
exertion  to  gain  that  end.  The  course  covers  ten  years, 
so  that  a  child  beginning  the  course  at  six  years  of  age 
would  ordinarily  graduate  at  sixteen. 

It  would  be  a  help  to  our  schools  if  more  reference 
books  could  be  added  to  our  public  library,  and  these 
could  be  made  available  for  the  pupils  in  our  schools. 
Some  teachers  would  gladly  avail  themselves  of  the  means 
thus  furnished  for  encouraging  a  wide  range  of  study, 
especially  in  geography  and  historj^  The  boys  and  girls 
of  our  schools  would  be  encouraged  to  make  more  free 
and  constant  use  of  the  library,  and  a  broader  spirit  of 
investigation  might  be  brought  into  the  classes,  and 
habits  of  study  and  research  formed  which  would  not  be 
given  up  when  schooldays  are  over.  Let  us  do  all  w^e 
can  to  effect  the  closest  possible  ties  betw^een  the  public 
schools  and  the  library. 

As  vertical  penmanship  now  seems  not  to  be  a  fad, 
but  something  which  has  come  to  stay,  and  as  better  re- 
sults and  more  rapid  progress  are  secured  by  this  system, 
it  will  seem  w^ise  to  change  from  the  slant  hand  to  the 
vertical  in  the  near  future. 
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As  will  be  seen  elsewhere,  the  cost  for  books  and  sup- 
plies this  year  is  some^ivhat  less  than  last  year.  It  is,  of 
course,  desirable  to  keep  the  bills  as  small  as  may  be 
consistent  with  the  best  good  of  the  schools.  We  are 
sure,  ho^wever,  that  our  citizens  would  not  wish  any  real 
need  of  the  schools  to  remain  unsupplied  because  to  sat- 
isfy the  need  w^ould  cost  a  few  dollars.  It  is  better  "to 
practice  a  liberality  that  never  spares  and  an  economy 
that  never  w^astes."  Some  new  text-books  should  displace 
the  old  ones  another  year.  I  would  commend  our  schol- 
ars for  the  good  care,  as  a  general  thing,  that  they  have 
taken  of  the  tov^n's  school-books.  Some  to^wns  find  fault 
Avith  the  careless  use  made  of  their  free  text-books.  The 
new  school  song-books,  w^hich  Mrere  bought  the  past  year, 
have  been  an  inspiration  to  teachers  and  pupils  in  two 
schools  at  least.  The  two  or  three  days  that  are  usually 
spent  by  our  teachers  in  visiting  schools  and  attending 
teachers'  institutes  are  profitable  days,  "which  bring  life 
and  vigor  to  our  schools. 

As  drawing  is  a  means  for  the  expression  of  ideas,  and 
as  it  relates  itself  to  almost  everything  which  we  may  do, 
"we  hope  drawing  may  soon  form  a  part  of  the  school 
curriculum.  Is  there  one  of  us  who  has  not  at  some  time 
said:  "I  ^vish  I  knew  how  to  dra^w?" 

A  detailed  report  of  our  schools'  is  as  follows : 
School  No.  1  (Center). 

The  spring  and  fall  terms  of  this  school  -were  taught 
by  Miss  Tryphena  M.  Butterfield  of  Antrim.  Miss  Butter- 
field's  time  out  of  school-hours  for  the  most  part  was 
given  to  a  thorough  preparation  of  the  subjects  taught  in 
school.  The  pupils  made  good  progress.  There  \vas  a 
very  fine  class  of  beginners  in  grammar.  Facts  of  the 
spring  term :  Length  of  term,  10  weeks ;  scholars  en- 
rolled, 19 ;  average  attendance,  18 ;  instances  of  tardiness, 
1 ;  visits  by  school  board,  8 ;  other  visitors,  48 ;  17 
studied  geography,  19  arithmetic,  5  grammar,  5  history. 
Facts  of  the  fall  term :  Length  of  school,  12  weeks ;  schol- 
ars enrolled,    21;     average    attendance,    20;    instances    of 
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tardiness,  4;  visits  by  school  board,  5;  other  visits,  36; 
19  pupils  attended  to  arithmetic,  15  geography,  15  gram- 
mar, 3  history. 

School  No.  2  (West  Stoddard). 
This  school  of  only  three  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss 
Anna  M.  Bartlett  of  Hamstead.  She  was  educated  at 
Mt.  Holyoke  Seminary,  has  taught  sixteen  years  in  Chi- 
cago, and  has  followed  teaching  right  along.  Her  meth- 
ods of  teaching  were  so  unsatisfactory  to  the  majority  of 
the  parents  and  pupils  of  the  district  that  it  was  thought 
best  by  the  school  board  to  request  the  resignation  of  the 
teacher.  She  accepted  the  situation  with  so  much  good 
grace,  and  charity  for  all  concerned  that  we  almost  felt 
we  were  conferring  a  favor  instead  of  performing  a  dis- 
agreeable task.  Different  pupils  registered,  9 ;  average 
number,  9;  instances  of  tardiness,  4;  visits  by  school 
board,  6 ;  other  visitors,  6 ;  9  pupils  attended  to  arith- 
metic, 7  to  geography,  6  to  grammar,  9  to  physiology, 
3  to  bookkeeping,  1  to  algebra.  The  fall  school  of  tAvo 
terms  of  eight  weeks  each  was  taught  by  Miss  Carrie  M. 
Butterfield  of  Antrim.  Miss  Butterfield  is  a  graduate  of 
Antrim  High  School.  The  pupils  of  this  school  covered  a 
reasonable  amount  of  ground,  and  evinced  a  good  under- 
standing of  what  was  gone  over.  The  writing  books  were 
noticeable  for  neatness  and  good  penmanship.  Good  im- 
provement was  made  in  composition.  Different  pupils 
registered,  9;  average  attendance,  7;  instances  of  tardi- 
ness, 5;  visits  by  school  board,  5;  other  visitors,  26;  9 
pupils  attended  to  arithmetic,  4  geography,  6  grammar, 
3  history,  1  algebra,  2  geology,  2  philosophy. 

School  No.  3  (South  Stoddard). 
The  spring  term  of  this  school  was  under  the  charge 
of  Miss  Lena  M.  Bailey  of  Nelson.  This  was  her  first 
term  of  teaching.  The  scholars  made  good  improvement. 
Miss  Bailey  is  a  teacher  of  fine  character  and  good  schol- 
arship. Whole  number  of  scholars,  19 ;  average  attend- 
ance, 19 ;  instances  of  tardiness,  3 ;  visits  by  school  board. 
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4;  other  Yisitors,  56;  17  attended  to  arithmetic,  13  to 
geography,  4  to  grammar,  4  to  history,  15  to  composi- 
tion, 19  to  physiology.  This  term  was  ten  ^weeks  in 
length.  The  services  of  Mrs.  Emma  Cutter  Shoults  were 
secured  for  the  fall  term.  Mrs.  Shoults  this  term  eclipsed 
even  her  former  good  record  as  teacher  of  this  school. 
For  good  government,  "aptness  to  teach"  and  enthusiasm 
in  her  work  she  can  hardlj^  be  excelled.  This  term  was 
twelve  weeks  in  length.  Number  of  pupils  enrolled,  17; 
average  attendance,  16 ;  instances  of  tardiness,  2 ;  visits 
by  school  board,  8 ;   other  visitors,  80.

The  enumeration  cards,  as  filled  out  by  the  truant 
officer  last  April,  give  tw^enty-seven  girls  and  twenty-five 
boys  between  the  ages  of  five  and  sixteen  years.  We  find 
the  names  of  fifty-six  pupils  enrolled  in  our  schools.  Five 
scholars  have  been  schooled  in  Sullivan  the  past  year  at 
an  expense  to  the  town  of  $51.  Mr.  George  E.  Reed's  girl 
has  been  schooled  in  Marlo^^,  for  which  no  bill  has  yet 
been  received. 

There  have  been  thirty-three  visits  made  by  the  school 
board  and  252  visits  made  by  others.  There  have  been 
nineteen  tardy  marks  and  208  absent  marks.  Three 
schools  have  been  maintained  in  town,  which  have  aggre- 
gated sixty -three  weeks.
